Jr.prnoso;  rbout  5  ft  9  ir.  in  hoight ,  v-oi; ht  14  stone, 
broad,  dark,  no  glasses,  shifty  eyes,  good  teoth  and  voro  p  perpoturl  smirk.

3.  At  Zobi  I  romombor  a  lost  Indian  morchmt  seaman  armed  W00STERk.iZ,  who r.  re 
nicknamod  "Birch  Sr.:.".  On  1  Docombor  1344  oost orman  lo6t  his  raincoat  rad 

vrr a  recused  of  Beilin.:  it  to  a  Jp.prr.oso  ’ orkman.  I  err  him  brought  in  front 
of  the  guard-room,  rhero  he  vr\e  stripped  nnkod,  rnd  Licutenrnt  Morimotr.  rnd 
trolvo  Japanese  guards  g'vo  hia  a  severe  ber.t  inn  with  their  hands  and  riflo 
butts  rnd  wooden  swor&g.  I  c^ar.ot  identify  any  of  the  guards  concorned  a.s 
they  ro re  stationed  outride  the  carp  rad  wo  did  not  knot/  their  namos.  .if ter 
this  beating  ’Jocetemea  was  out  in  tho  guard-rom.  He  had  no  clothing  whatso¬ 
ever,  but  vas  elver,  one  blanket.  The  '  vorag  e  temperature  r.t  this  tine  wrs 
20  degrees  below  zero.  He  wrs  brought  out  daily  r.t  10  a.  n.  when  tho  Japanese 
guards  ’-ere  changed.  Ho  was  bca.tcn  for  half-aa-hour  by  both  the  incoming 
rnd  outgoing  guards  every  day  for  19  days.  I  personally  witnessed  a  numb  or 
of  thoso  boatings.  V/ooBtor.  an  eventually  v/ent  mad  and  on  22  December  1944 
he  died.

4.  .ilso  at  Zobi  Sub- Car. p  vts  r  Japanese  Quartermaster  b”  name  171  SHIXaVa.  He 
wa.s  a.  very  good-looking  nan;  average  size,  height  5  ft  5  in  or  4  in,  dark. 

Owing  to  rn  old  voun^.  in  hie  right  rr.  he  could  not  raise  it  to  evon  shoulder 
height  and  always  saluted  with  his  left  hand.  He  \r.r  in  chrrge  of  the  otores. 
Ho  beat  evoryonc  on  the  least  provocation  including,  on  :..oro  than  one  occasion, 
myself.  Ono  particular  incident  I  remember  happened  tov/rxds  the  ond  of  1943 
when  he  sevoroly  fc  ;at  r  Privato  LEATHER  (Loyal  Regiment,  now  transferred  to 
RjISC)  for  some  very  minor  offence.  Leather  wn.s  borton  for  at  least  threo- 
ouarters  of  an  hour  >croso  t.io  f«-co  •'■dth  a  rubier  soled  boot.  Hie  freo  is 
marked  from  this  beating.

5.  There  ’  as  also  rt  Zobi  a  Camp  Sergeant  Ka j or  nicknrmed  both  "Big  Bill" 
and  "Black  3111".  This  : xn  vru  tuvryt  booking  for  an  opportunity  to  boat  one 
of  the  prisoners.  Ho  wa.s  ono  of  tho  bi(.cc«i  Japanese  I  have  soon;  5  ft  10  In 
in  height,  broad,  dark,  woi  ht  13  ..tone,  had  a  moustache,  no  peculiarities. 

Tho  worst  incident  I  reme  Vr  in  which  he  was  concerned  vas  when  he  beat  up 
an  Australian  Company  Sergeant  ka..J  :r  named  IvOLILdf  in  June  1944.  Kolkay  wr.s 
beaten  by  "Big  Bill"  vlth  his  fis-o  and  his  jaw  \tr s  brokon  in  two  places. 

"Big  Bii.1"  refused  medical  treatment  rnd  made  him  continue  work. 
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6.  a  Japanese  nancd  HI SHIlla.ChSR,  nicknaxed  "ike  Sr.oop",  was  the  Caxp 
Interpreter.  He  vne  responsible  fir  r.orrly  all  the  n i sur.de r  s  t  and i n.v 6  thr.t 
occurred  and  vr3  arrays  against  the  prisoners.  He  suffered  fro::  "escape 
nania "  and  turned  nray  very  rinor  incidents  into  "eserpo  Pttenpts".  On  one 
occasion  he  orvucht  Private  KIL3C  (loyal  Roninont)  nakinn  a  fire  in  the  cp.v.p 
to  cool:  bozo  food.  M  rluotn,  the  Ca.-.p  Con.  .ardrxt ,  w.s  present  and  both  he 
and  lTishinacker  be  m  severely  beatin.  Miles  vith  thoir  voodon  s’ords.  .after 
so.nc  tine  had  elapsed  I  srv  vk~  vtb  hap ?cnir.f.  and  appealed  to  both  of  then 
to  stop  boating  kin.  Apparor.tr ..  they  vorc  boatin'.  hir:  in  ordor  to  nakc  hi:: 
confess  to  mother  offenco  of  a.  sir.ilnr  nature,  but  in  spite  of  ny  appeal 
they  continued  tc  hit  kin  until  he  did  in  fact  confess  to  this  second  offer.co. 
Kishinacker  vp.b  a  snail  nan  about  5  ft  2  in  in  height,  snail  rxd  riry,  v-eifiit 
8^  Btor.o,  had  very  black,  evil- looking,  protrudin.  tooth.  Ho  vne  a  civil  Inn 
onployod  by  the  ZA>iaSLu£I  INDUSTRIES,  r.t  whoso  steel  works  the  prisoners  vrere 
onployed.
